When General Buckner of Kontueky en-
tared the eonvention vfose (o s féet and
gave him three cheers,  The enthuslasm
croated by his entrande Hnd not subsided
befare the erowd caught sight of the sirik-
Ing Head and shoulders of Colonel Breck-
inridee, who bowed his way to his seat
the Kentucky delegation.  Inimediately

war, rival communders of the blue and gray,
were nominated today by the national deno-
eratle conventlon for presidont and  vice
prosident on o brief but emphatic platforim
which repudintes the doctpines enune futed
by the Chicago convention, ondoraes 1'resi-
dent Cloveland and his sdministration In
glowlng terms, declures for the gold stand-
ard, il for revenue only, liberal shipping
laws, vurrency reform, olvil service and
deopomy In publle expenditures. I'ie spirit
that agbmaled the convention was contained
in this decluration of the platform:  “The
democeatie party has survived many flefents,
but 1t eoulid not dgurvive w victory won in
Behalf of the doctrine and polley proglidmed
I s name at Chicagd.” And ¥o, in the
Janguige of Mr. Hummond of Louisiana, this
convention plived o the hands of othor
nominees thelr bannoer, and bada then tHng
(L forth, “skyward oud seaward, high and
wide.”

The real work of the convention was suon
transactod, when 1t wan veached, but the
dolny in reporting the platform gave oppois-
tunity for a series of ologuent and stirring
gpecehes.  The attendanve was larger thin
yostorday, amd the enthuslasm was gredt,
When the platform was at last brought in
ghortly before 2 o'vlock, after the convention

had been in sesslon three hours, |t wias
roald bl i whmost continious  storm of
applauge, end  was adopted ununimously

without & word of debmte. When the nomi-
pevs for president were called Tor, it was
apparent that Palmer would be nominated
aver his protest, as the opposition to Hrugg
hadl  econcenteated upon Nim. These two
finmes were the only ones presented to the
copvention. It was kuown that @ meseage
from President Cleveland had reached the
convention, announcing that he could not
entertain for o moment the suggestion of his

~own nomination, and his declsion was at once

weceptod as final,
CLEARING THE LINES,

Bofore the states were called for nomina-
tions, Henry Watterson wag taken out ol
the lsts by Mr. Carroll of Loulsiana, who
from the platform conveyed to the conven-
tion @ message from the editor in his re-
Aregt o the mountains af Switrerland
Mr, Watterson, Mr. Carroll sald, four days
after the Chilengo convention had cabled that
other candidates must be pamed o the
demoerney was lost.  Later he sald he did
pot want the honor, bhut that if no ope else
could be found to tale cominand he woulil
not ask others to g0 where he would not
1ead, Now that others were ready tooau-
cept, he preferved to do battle in the ranks
Some of the nomipating speeches were elo
quent and full of fire.  Kilhourn of Michigan
placed Senator Palmer in nomndpation, dod
there was o serles of seconding specthes
The roll call fmmediately developed an over-
whelming majority I favor of  Senhtor
Palmer, but procecded to the en Malmer
recelving ThT% voles amdl Bragg 1244, At
its conclusion, the “‘vommander of the lron
Brigade moved that the nombnotion  be
made upanimous, and pledged that he and
Wihiconsgin, in the coming vattle, would be
where brave soldlers should always be, noar
osl the fashing: of the guns.  Ile was given

three hoarty cheers, and General Palmer
was  declarod  the nominee amid an cn-
thusiastic demonstration,

There never was any doubt of Genepral

Puckner’'s nomination for vige president ex-
copt while Watterson's nomination was being
tulked of for president, When Chairman
Caflery (nstructed the secretary to call the
states for nominntions tor vice president,
the latter ealled but one state, “"Koentueky,"
and the bapd struck up My Old Kentucky
Home.”  Willlam 1P, Drodder of Russelville,
Ky, placed Genersl Buckner's name form-
ally In nomipgtion, and the pnominition wie
forthwith muade unanimous,

Aftor the convention had adjourned, Sena-
tor Palmer sueeumbed.
